No action was taken in the 
selection of a nurse at the meet- 
ing Tuesday night when board 
members approved the city-wide 
health program and agreed to 
work jointly with the city in the 
maintenance of a full-time health 
department in Upland. 


While the school trustees gave 
no definite assurance that the 
school nurse would be named in 
August, the thought was express+ 
ed that she should be selected 
sometime next month so that she 
could familiarize herself with the 
new health program, 


Dr. M. E. Cosand, new county 
health officer, and Miss Winifred 
Erskine, head of the county nurse 
service, appeared before the 
school board Tuesday to explain 
in detail the workings of the 


, health service to be provided by 


the county at a cost of $1500 to 
the city. 


Although no definite arranges 
ments have been made as _ yet, 
it is plannd to have the school 


and city nurses working jointly 
to cover the entire city. It may 
be that the city will be divided 
into two equal parts, possibly 
according to the concentration of 
population, and each nurse will 
assume the responsibility of one 
of the two divisions. 


The program, when it gces ins 
to effect, will provide nurse serv- 
ice, a health officer and assistant 
health officer as often as needed; 
Sanitary inspections, innoculations 
for diphtheria, whooping cough 
and smallpox, pediatrician service 
two and a half days a month and 
any other miscellaneous health 
Services as they come up. The 
contract with the county runs for 
a year and can be renewed or 
cancelled after that time.

Three Hot Spots 


HOUSTON—Above headline refers 
to three southern cities just visited 
by your reporter—Atlanta, New Or- 
leans and now Houston. 


It does not refer, however, to the 
temperature—though it might. 


From the standpoint of California 
orange growers, these three cities 
are hot in another sense, too. They’re 
so close to other citrus growing areas 
that they’re mighty tough places in 
which to develop a market for our 
oranges, 

x «kek 


As you know, Florida and Texas 
produce citrus fruit much more 
cheaply than we do in California. 


In markets close to the Florida 
and Texas producing areas, this 
cheaper fruit has the additional ad- 


| vantage of very low freight costs. 


Furthermore, Florida and Texas 
shippers just naturally tend to load 
up these close-to-home markets 
first. 


So when our oranges come in here 
they not only buck up against awful 
cheap fruit but an awful lot of it! 


How far, then, has the Exchange 


succeeded in developing these “hot 


” 


spots” into markets for California 
oranges? 
xk k * 

In the Atlanta territory, which is 
right in Florida’s front yard, the op- 
portunity to sell California oranges 
advantageously begins in late 
Spring, as Florida shipments slack 


off. It lasts into the Fall, when 
Florida shipments grow heavy 
again. A short selling period—but 


the Exchange District Sales Office 
makes the most of it! 


Many growers know that, as de- 
scribed in a previous column, At- 
lanta is an excellent territory for 
California lemons. But don’t over- 
look the fact that the Atlanta 
Exchange office also does an excel- 
lent job of selling oranges—500 
cars last year. 

The New Orleans District is 
smack in between the Florida and 
Texas citrus growing areas. More- 
over, Louisiana grows oranges of 
its own, down in the Delta! 


Still, by long, careful work to win 
the support of the New Orleans job- 
bing trade, George Johnson, veteran 
Exchange District Sales Manager, 
has developed a fine market for 
Exchange oranges. Last year’s sales: 
460 cars. 


As for Houston—this big, new, 
hooming city is only 175 miles from
